of the Mekong, 50 miles southwest of 
Saigon.

Mrs. Meir: war may resume

Minister Golda 
Meir said Wednesday Egypt and 
Syria are threatening to renew 
fighting in the Middle East and “ the 
war 
may be 
resumed 
at any 
moment.” She said the Soviets had 
already replaced all the equipment 
lost by the Egyptians and Syrians in 
the recent war. 
Mrs. Meir spoke after Egypt had 
said Israel’s refusal to pull its troops 
back to the Oct.22 cease-fire line had 
jeopardized chances for peace in the 
Middle East. 
At almost the same time, in 
Washington, U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger warned the Arab 
oil-producing 
states 
the 
United 
States would be forced to consider 
retaliating if they continued their oil 
embargo 
‘‘unreasonably 
and 
indefinitely.” ” 
Mrs. Meir told a meeting of the 
Jewish 
Agency 
executive 
in 
Jerusalem: 
“ The Egyptians and 
Syrians threaten to resume the 
firing. The war may be resumed at 
any moment. 
“ They received from Russia all 
the equipment they lost in the war 
and they are not as fearful as we are 
about casualties falling in battle. 
“ Therefore we must recognize 
that war is liable to be renewed at 
any time,” she said, “ and we must 
be ready for it.” 


Mrs. Meir said the Israeli public 
must avoid feelings that it cannot 
stand up to great powers or that the 
country can achieve everything it 
tries. 
But in matters concerning Israel’s 
security, she said, “ we must insist 
on the essentials on matters which 
are of vital interest to us. ”

Kissinger warned Arab oil-producing 
states Wednesday the United States

retaliating if they continue their oil 
embargo “ unreasonably and in­ 
definitely.” 
Five days after his return from a 
round-the-world tour that included 
talks with Arab rulers on a Middle 
East cease-fire, Kissinger suggested 
it was unreasonable to continue the 
embargo now that Israel and Egypt 
have stopped 
fighting and are 
moving toward negotiations on a 
long-range peace settlement. 
While U.S. military support for 
Israel was the Arabs’ justification 
for cutting off the flow of oil to the 
United States, Kissinger told a 50- 
minute 
news 
conference 
that 
Washington was simply helping 
bring a “ just peace” to the Middle 
East, without favoring either side. 


“ However, it is clear that if 
pressures 
continue 
unreasonably 
and indefinitely, then the United 
States would have to consider what 
countermeasures it would have to 
take,” Kissinger said 


“ We would do this with enormous 
reluctance, and we are still hopeful 
that matters will not reach that 
point,” he added. 
“ Those countries taking economic 
measures against the United States 


should consider if it is appropriate 
to do so while peace talks” are 
under way, Kissinger said. 
He warned Arab oil producers 
they should understand that the 
United States will not bow to their 
pressures. 
Despite the complex problems 
involved in working out a stable 
cease-fire, Kissinger said, “ we can 
look forward with some confidence 
to peace negotiations...during the 
month of December.” U.S. officials 
had predicted earlier that they 
would begin the middle of next 
month 
in 
Geneva 
under 
UN . 
auspices. 
In the negotiations, Kissinger 
said, there will have to be 
an 
element of withdrawal” by Israel 
from occupied Arab territories, 
security arrangements acceptable 
to both sides, and possibly “ outside 
guarantees” of a peace settlement. 
He said the status of Jerusalem and 
the Palestinian problem also will 
have to be dealt with. 
“ We hope Israel, as well as the 
Arab countries, will realize that a 
purely 
military solution in the 
Middle East is not possible, ” he 
said.

certain that both the United States 
and the Soviet Union would take part 
in the negotiations, and that a 
formal announcement might come 
within a week.

action suit brought by Pennsylvania. 
Waddy ordered Secretary Casper 
Weinberger of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, and 
other officials to “ immediately ... 
allot the impounded sum.” 
The 
suit 
involved 
money 
impounded by Nixon for fiscal 1973 
under 
the 
Elementary 
and 
Secondary 
Education 
Act; 
the 
Vocational Education Act, and the 
Adult Education Act. 
Pennsylvania had sought to obtain 
$18 
million 
which 
it 
said 
the 
government owed it. 


In a brief order from the bench. 
Waddy said he found “ no genuine 
issue as to any material fact,” and 
followed 
with 
his 
summary 
judgment. 


At the same time, he denied a 
government motion to dismiss the 
complaint, as well as a government 
motion for a summary judgment in 
its favor. “ This action is certified as 
a class action with the Common­ 
wealth 
of 
Pennsylvania 
repre­ 
senting the interest of itself and the 
local educational agencies which 
are political subdivisions thereof as 
well as the interests of all other 
states which are similarly situated, 
but are not already party to this 
action,” Waddy added

Buzhardt, 
U.S.

Sirica 
asked

House to voluntarily turn 
over all the Watergate tapes 
immediately. 
If the White House doesn’t 
comply, 
Sirica 
said 
he 
would 
ask 
special 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski to 
subpoena them at once. 
Buzhardt told Sirica the 
faulty tape was made June 
20, 1972, and discovered to 
contain “ an audible tone 
and no conversation” for 18 
minutes. 


Buzhardt told reporters 
later that the tape covered a 
conversation Nixon had with 
former White House Chief 
of Staff H R. Haldeman.

G M ends 
plea for 
price hike- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
General Motors Wednesday 
completed testimony by the 
Big Four automakers for 
wholesale price increases 
on 1974 model cars, but auto 
dealer 
and 
consumer 
witnesses 
said any hikes 
would 
inhibit efforts to 
conserve 
gasoline and 
control inflation. 
GM Comptroller Archie 
M. Long told the Cost of 
Living Council that GM had 
absorbed 
$208 
in cost 
increases in the past year 
and that its small-size cars 
were underpriced. 
“ To 
continue 
the 
undervaluation of domestic 
model 
cars 
must 
be 
questioned seriously both on 
grounds of equity and of 
economic efficiency,” Long 
said. 
Council Director John T. 
Dunlop did not attend the 
hearing, but told his regular 
weekly 
briefing 
that 
a 
decision on the automakers’ 
request 
would 
be 
made 
“ promptly.” 
Long said despite record 
sales and a 20 per cent 
increase in earnings for the 
1973 model year, 
profit 
margins fell 20 per cent. He 
said sales of 1974 model cars 
have slipped 6 per cent. 
But Ann Brown, consumer 
chairman of Americans for 
Democratic 
Action, 
said 
GM and the other three 
automakers 
were 
unjustified in arguing for 
$2 3 billion in inflationary 
price increases on grounds 
of reduced sales. 
“ If demand declines, the 
auto industry’s response is 
to raise prices while the 
response 
in 
competitive 
industries is generally to 
lower prices,” she said.The 
National 
Automobile 
Dealers Association said its 
30,000 
members 
believe 
price increases would drive 
sales down farther. 
In 
addition, 
NADA 
President John S. Hinckley 
said, the automakers would 
probably make the biggest 
price markups on small 
cars, which would inhibit 
growing public preference 
for small cars and the 
national 
interest 
in 
conserving gasoline. 
The GM official said the 
average 
price 
increase 
would be $150 per car, but 
compact car prices would 
be higher. 
In 
testimony 
Tuesday, 
Ford Motor Co. asked for 
increases averaging $108, 
Chrysler Corp. $136 and

$114.

Astronauts set 


for 'walk' today

astronauts 
Wednesday drilled for their

inaccessible radar antenna.

Zaca Lake, in Santa Ynez Valley, should be set up by the 
county or state as a year-round environmental education 
center, in the view of the Kappa Alpha Theta Sorority in a 
resolution sent to the Board of Supervisors 
The resolution, addressed to the board by Kristine 
Orchard on behalf of the sorority, pointed out the resort 
area now proposed for heavy development by private 
operators, is the county’s "only freshwater lake... and 
exists in a very delicate ecological balance.” 
Large scale development as proposed by Howard Olsen, 
the 
resolution 
showed, 
“ would 
accelerate 
existing 
problems of erosion and siltation, cause sewage to drain 
into the lake, and adversely affect adjacent areas of the San 
Rafael Mountains which are also in delicate ecological 
balance.” 
Taking a similar action was the board of trustees of Hope 
School District District board clerk Kenneth E. Falstrom, 
Santa Barbara attorney, said the board felt that an 
environmental education center whether publicly or 
privately owned “ will best serve the interests of the 
residents of our district." 
Meanwhile, petitions containing 63 names of county 
residents have been filed with the supervisors favoring 
camping at Zaca Lake, and indicating support of the pro­ 
jected private development 
The County Office of Environmental Quality has taken

A 
publication 
on

subject by the California 
Teachers 
Association 
(CTA) has this to say on the 
question of cost: “ We have 
already noted that all year 
round programs are more 
costly 
than 
traditional 
programs and that they may 
also be more expensive than 
constructing and operating 
new facilities.” 


Opinion 
on 
the 
latter 
point, however, is divided. 
In a history of year-round 
schools compiled by Dr Bill 
Williams, 
director 
of 


research for an advisory 
committee, there is this 
statement: 
“ One of 
the 
most 
publicised 


experiments was that in 
Aliquippa, 
Pa., where a 
rotating four-quarter plan 
was adopted in 
1928 to 


eliminate double sessions 
and postpone a building 
program...

“ My wife Joan and my 
sisters, mother and nieces 
and nephews are uniformly 
against that possibility (his 
candidacy) 
and 
their 
interests and welfare are 
really the first considera­ 
tion,” he said. “ Where it 
will be some time in the 
future is sort of an open 
question.” 
Kennedy, interviewed on 
NBC’s Today Show, said, 
“ The prime considerations 


are family responsibility.” 
But he added that should 
he decide to run, his family 
would support his decision. 
They 
would, 
he 
said, 
“ support a decision I would 
make, irrespective of what 
direction it would take.” 
Kennedy, 
whose 
other 
brother, 
Sen. 
Robert F. 
Kennedy, was assassinated 
while campaigning for the 
Democratic 
presidential 
nomination in Los Angeles, 
said that if he did run, it 
would be up to the voters to 
make a judgment of his

As the returns piled up on Proposition One showing it was 
going down to defeat. Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
promptly claimed it to be a great personal victory for him 
It is natural that he would feel the flush of success but it 
hardly qualifies him to be cast in the role of St George No 
dragon was slain 
True. Moretti had appointed himself as the leader of the 
opposition to the ballot proposal In doing so he abused the 
taxpayers by using legislative employes in the political 
effort 
But the defeat of the initiative should be ascribed to two 
factors. The money and effort in opposition to the 
proposition contributed by public employe organizations, 
principally the teachers and state employes, and the 
tactical error of the proponents in submitting so complex a 
document 
The tendency of the voter to cast a “ no vote on ballot 
measures that are not clearly understood by him has been 
demonstrated over and over in elections It is a theory, and 
perhaps not a bad one. that things are mixed up enough 
without making them worse by voting for something that is 
confusing 
And Reagan's initiative was confusing Not just to the 
average citizen but obviously to many others judging from 
the disagreements voiced by “ tax experts 
which marked 
the campaign 
The bitter irony of the election was that the proposal 
could have been stated simply in one single paragraph. If 
the proponents then wanted to elaborate on the plan it 
could have been done by qualifying additional ballot 
measures at the same time the petitions were being 
circulated for the prime measure 
Had this been the approach it would have not been so easy 
for the opponents to frighten voters away from the plan. As 
it was they capitalized on the fact the measure was 
complex and not easily understood They did this by making 
claims that it would increase local government taxes and 
that it was a clever scheme to make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer 
But all that is water over the dam. What remains is the 
fact that nothing has been settled. The need for tax reform 
is just as great now as before the election Before Moretti 
gets too carried away with his “ victory’ he should do some 
sober reflecting on what must lie ahead. 
Two million voters turned out to support a tax limitation. 
Slightly more. 2.3 million voted “ no ' 
But. were they 
rejecting a reduction in taxes? Not if you believe Moretti s 
claims. He had contended all along that instead of lowering 
taxes it would increase them for the average citizen at the 
local levels. 
Had the voters been asked “ Do you believe taxes are too 
high'’“ there is little doubt of the result. Had the voters 
been asked “ Do you believe government expenditures 
should be trimmed0“ there would have been a resounding 
“ yes.” That this is true is verified by the bond measures, 
tax overrides, and salary raises for public officials which 
are constantly being rejected. 
In 
Washington 
(the 
state) 
legislators 
had 
voted 
themselves salary raises. Within hours the people had 
circulated petitions placing the issue on the ballot. At the 
polls the other day they rescinded the increases. In Idaho 
they recalled the legislators who authored a pay raise. In 
Sacramento the people, while rejecting Proposition One, 
turned down a salary increase for its city councilmen 
In refusing Proposition One the voters have not 
abandoned their desire for genuine tax reform. And having 
been active in opposing the plan advanced by the governor. 
Moretti now has an even greater responsibility to bring it 
about legislatively.

formed that her bust measured 
110. Not hers to reason why; 
but only to follow slavishly. 


“ With my method you get 
a professional looking garment 
by starting with a perfect pat­ 
tern,” he says, “ and that means 
a perfect pattern for YOU, not 
for everyone else that happens 
to have your bust size. And 
that alone cuts your sewing 
time in half.” 


He was bom in Germany 
with a typical, analytical mind. 
At 24 he was owner, manager 
and director of a manufactur­ 
ing plant. Ten years ago he 
moved to the U.S.A. to make 
his home here. He pilots his 
own plane and delights in stop­ 
ping off in ‘Gardens of Eden’ 
all over the world.

He was appalled to find 
how antiquated the methods 
were that supposedly help­ 
ed people fit themselves.

“ AVERAGE SIZ E” there is no 
such thing.

DEAR PO LLY — and Virginia who wants to wallpaper 
her bathroom with magazine covers — I wallpapered my 
boys' bedroom with the stock market section of the 
newspaper and used regular powered-type wallpaper 
paste. After the papered walls were dry I painted over 
them with a polyurethane varnish. 1 used two coats of this 
for washability. My only problem was handing the paper. It 
becomes very wet when the paste soaks through. 1 used a 
sharp razor blade to trim along the baseboard and ceiling 
lines. Let ‘24 hours elapse between the actual papering and 
the first application of varnish. The finished product was 
well worth the effort involved. Anyone who has hung any 
paper at all should have no trouble. —LU C ILLE. 
D E A R G IR L S — The magazine covers w ill be far easier 
to “ hang” than were the newspaper pages but I do think 
Lucille had a very unique idea. When using such flimsy 
paper I think it might be easier to follow my method for 
applying fabric to a wall.

The power of a woman 
in the auto industry 


NEW YOKK (UPI i — Never underestimate the power of 
the woman in the automotive industry. 
First off, of the number of drivers in the United States an 
estimated 42 to 43 per cent are women, or between 45 and 50 
million of them behind the wheel. 
Secondly, it’s estimated that 21 per cent of car purchases 
are made by women and certainly she influences further 
when she and husband shop together for a car. 
“ When a husband and wife to to a dealer, it’s like a flip of 
a coin on who’s the final determiner,” said Gene Bordinat, 
vice president for design at the Ford Motor Co., Dearborn, 
Mich. 
And 
because 
of 
that 
feminine 
influence, 
the 
manufacturers have both turned to more color inside and 
out and also to mechanical changes women wanted 
Fven so, the world of actual design still belongs to men, 
even though the driver may be a wife or daughter more 
often than hubby. 
Donald F. Корка, executive director of interior design 
for Ford, counted them on his fingers — “ two clay mode­ 
lers. two in trim and color, one in exterior design, and two 
in the industrial design division.” 
“ I don't think it’s a case of discrimination,” said Корка. 


"It’s just that women are not made aware of this area as a 
career ” 
Bordinat and Корка, joined by K. David Ash, also of the 
company's interior designer division, spoke of women’s 
role during a New York news conference held primarily for 
reporters in the fashion and home furnishings fields. 
One major change was made in upholstery surfaces in the 
interior because of what some fabrics did to fur. The 
company calls it the “ minking test.” 
“ Several years ago, we discovered that some of our seat 
materials were pulling the hair from women’s mink coats,” 
Boardinat recalled. “ The cloth would part just enough to 
allow mink hairs to penetrate the weave, then snap back 
when the woman left the car. So we designed a test to 
detect problem weaves.” 
In the test, a mink pet is twisted and rotated against seat 
fabric, under pressure, for at least 10 minutes and the 
fabrics are examined. If even microscopic mink fibers are 
found trapped in the seat material, it is rejected. 
The influence women have had on color is one of the 
greatest The buyer used to have a choice of two interior 
colors — tan or gray-and three fabrics. 


Now Ford alone has 552 trim sets and figures that, as 
Корка said, “ what's inside the car is the final selling 
point.”

then pay a personal visit 
accompanied by at least one 
parent. 
Jenkins said the parents 
often learn as much as the 
teen-agers and not one has 
turned down his request that 
the 
teen-ager 
be 
accompanied. 
The program is free and 
the agencies involved all 
donate their time and have 
set up tours and talks for the 
teens. 
Most harrowing of the 
experience for many of the 
teen-agers is a visit to the 
Belmont 
Memorial 
Park 
where Mrs. Mollie Lawlor 
points out the graves of 
teen-agers who didn t slow 
down or who weren't paying 
attention. 
What is the price of a 
t r a f f i c 
death? 
The 
teen-agers found ambulance 
services charge a base price 
of $35 with extra charges for 
using the siren, night calls, 
passengers, oxygen and a 
flat fee of $1.50 per mile 
which can run the bill well

Hospital bills even for 
victims who are DOA (dead 
on 
arrival) 
can 
reach

And a traffic victim who 
arrives in critical condition 
or a coma can run up a huge 
bill if he lives long enough 
One teen-ager was shown 
a bill for $32.000 for a man 
who had been in intensive 
car for six months.

thousands while interment 
and headstone costs can also 
reach into the hundreds or 
thousands. 
Jenkins 
said 
a 
rough 
average shows the financial 
cost of

traffic death 
ranges between $3.000 and 
$12,000 
although 
one 
youthful 
traffic 
offender 
came up with a minimum 
price of $1,586 while another 
figuring the worst, came up 
with a total of $47,325.50 
In addition to figuring the 
costs, the teen-agers are 
asked to recommend ways 
of reducing traffic deaths 
and 
their 
ideas 
and 
suggestions are forwarded 
to a citizens’ Price of Death 
committee which refers the 
better 
ideas 
to 
local 
agencies for possible action 
Jenkins 
said 
he 
has 
received numerous letters 
from thankful parents who 
were unable to convince 
their 
offspring 
of 
the 
importance of safe driving 
while 
one 
trip 
to 
an 
emergency 
room 
or 
a 
m o r tu a ry 
produced 
noticeable improvement in 
the 
youngsters’ 
driving 
habits. 
“ For the young person 
that is delightfully intrigued 
with driving and not paying 
much attention sometimes 
to what they're doing, this is 
a 
sobering 
experience,” 
says Jenkins, who hopes 
that 
other 
communities 
consider a similar program 
While 
the 
teen-ager 
becomes 
aware 
of 
the 
financial cost of a traffic 
death 
he 
also 
becomes 
aware 
of 
other, 
more 
important costs. 
As one youth wrote in his 
report . “ If the cost of dying 
were only $1.00 it would still 
be too great a price to pay. 
One cannot put a price on 
the love and companionship 
lost to a family when a life 
is ended in tragedy.”

— There’s more than one 
way to skin the homely 
bewhiskered catfish. 
Just ask Bob Blackmore, 
one of a growing number of 
catfish 
entrepreneurs 
in 
California. 
Blackmore 
breeds 
and 
grows tens of thousands of 
the fish on a catfish farm 
with 100 acres of pounds in 
central California. 
He also skins them—with 
a 
sm a ll, 
steel 
box 
contraption he invented and 
is now in the process of 
patenting 
It took Blackmore three 
years 
to 
develop 
the 
invention with fellow catfish 
farmer Jack 
Deboer of 
Waterford —but it was well 
worth 
it. 
Skinning 
the 
smooth hide off the catfish 
has always been a major 
problem 
for 
anglers. 
“ Catfish in certain parts 
of the U.S. has a bad name,” 
said 
Blackmore 
while 
skinning a large 12-inch fish 
in less than five seconds. 
“ But these farm-bred fish 
are great. My customers 
come back and say they 
never had catfish so good 
The 
Blackmore-Deboer 
skinning machine consists 
basically of two rollers, one 
of steel and the other hard 
rubber They fit together like 
an old washing machine 
wringer 
The 
steel 
roller 
is 
minutely 
gnarled 
and 
although it will not cut 
human skin it can still catch 
and tear loose the very thick 
and smooth catfish skin. “ It 
sure cuts down on labor,” 
said Blackmore. “ We think 
it’s got a bright future.”

Coaches, stick 
to game plans 


RKNO, Nev. (UPI) - Marjorie Stevenson doesn't write 
football game plans and says she wishes coaches wouldn’t 
prescribe diets. 
Mrs Stevenson, a nutrition specialist with the school of 
home economics at the University of Nevada. Reno, said, 
“while a coach may be handing out great winning game 
plans, his diet planning is often a nutritional loser.” 
She said research hy the American Association for 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation shows most 
coaches base their training diets on what they ate as 
athletes, and many do their athletes more damage than 
good She said few coaches ever consult a nutritionist or 
dietitian 
“Most mothers who plan and serve family meals and who 
are interested in nutrition at all, could give better advice 
than the average athletic coach,” Mrs Stevenson said She 
said an athlete’s dietary habits “ in ninth and tenth grade 
can affect them 10 years later.” 
She said she is especially concerned about boxers, wres­ 
tlers and some football players who “starve or dehydrate 
their bodies to ‘make w e ig h tExcess weight prior to 
football season is needed, not unwanted, both because of the 
extra calories used during strenous practice and as an extra 
protection for internal organs,” she said 
Boxers and wrestlers in particular often stop drinking 
water for several days to lose the last few pounds to make 
their desired weight category 
“ Excessive losses of water due to sweating in hot 
weather or restricting water so the scales show lower 
weight can lead to fatigue, lower efficiency and an increase 
in accidents - surely just the opposite of what a top notch 
athlete wants during an athletic endeavor, she said. 
She condemned this and other crash diets which she said 
“can cause extra stress on the cardiovascular system and 
may even cause long-term metabolic effects. 
Mrs. Stevenson also attacked “old wives tales 
that 
protein is a primary source of energy and that athletes 
should cut out all fats, oils and dried foods Fats or 
carbohydrates provide more energy than protein, and 
eliminating fats from a diet deprives the body of essential 
fatty acids, fat soluble vitamins and a “concentrated 
source of energy and satiety value found in fats,” she said 
As for what’s a good diet, Mrs. Stevenson said the athlete 
should eat the same foods everybody should eat. only more. 
She said basically, the athlete needs more calories 
especially those in endurance sports such as football. 
Where a normal adult may require from 2,000 to 3,000 
calories, she said, athletes often need up to 5,000 calories a 
day, especially while practicing and training “ which uses a 
tremendous amount of energy ” 
“ It is also important to replace losses of water and salt 
from the body,” she said 
Before a contest, she said, athletes should avoid heavy 
meals and eat foods that will digest rapidly —high in car­ 
bohydrates. She said protein and fatty foods take longer to 
digest and use energy needed for the contest. 
She said quick energy foods are another fallacy: “The 
only energy for an athletic performance comes from the 
glycogen stored in the body.” She said quick energy foods 
just before or during a contest help replace energy used 
from body stores, but do not get into the system in time to 
help an athlete during that game

Glitter gives way to greed 


Bowls stocked with duds 
as bid frenzy escalates 


By BILL MADDEN 


NEW YORK (U PI) — The way they’re tossing out 
college football Bowl bids of late, Iowa's Frank 
Lauterbur should’ve stayed around a little longer. 
Even with an 0-10 record his team might have been 
invited. 


‘Tis the season, of course, where bowl promoters 
across the country, bubbling over with enthusiasm, are 
scrambling about to fill their post-season “ classics” 
with what they call “ good attractions.” Translated, that 
means the teams which will bring in the most fans and 
make the most money for everybody involved. 
This explains partly why the official “ bid date” set 
down by the National Collegiate Athletic Association is 
completely ignored by both the colleges and the bowl 
promoters. After all, nobody ever made a big buck by 
watching his competitors hire off all the best people. 
So if the premature leaks of the Sugar and Orange 
Bowl bids surprised you, they really shouldn’t have. But 
what transpired between Orlando and Gainesville, Fla. 
early this week had to raise eyebrows from even the 
most cynical of college bowl-watchers. 
In a nutshell here’s what happened to the Tangerine 
Bowl, which is supposedly played in Orlando, Fla. 
Unbeaten Miami of Ohio, winner of the Mid-America 
Conference (which has committed itself to the Tangerine 
Bowl) was officially extended its bid on Monday. Then, 
the Tangerine Bowl people, fearful of taking a financial 
bath at Orlando’s 19,000-seat stadium, extended a bid to 
the local favorite, the University of Florida (record 5-4). 
U. of Florida officials agreed to to go but with one 
condition —the site had to be changed to a bigger 
stadium that could house the large group of fans they 
would supply. 
“ Why not move it to our own 65,000-seat stadium here 
in Gainesville?’’ the Florida folks suggested. 
“ Fine,” said the Tangerine Bowl committee. And so 
Miami of Ohio, which had hoped for at least a nationally 
ranked Bowl opponent to prove the validity of its 10-0 
record will in effect play another “ home” game on 
Florida’s schedule with nothing to gain (prestige wise) 
and almost everything to lose. 
“ This will definitely make it difficult for us,” Miami

Athletic Director Richard Shrider admitted. “ We used 
regular turf all year long and expected to play this game 
on Orlando’s regular turf. But at Gainesville, they have 
an artificial surface. 
“ The decision was made and we have to live with it 
though. But I think maybe they could have waited 
another week.” (Florida still has two games remaining 
and could conceivably come into the game with five or 
even six losses). 
But Florida is not the only team with a mediocre 
record to receive a bowl bid. 
Auburn (6-4 with Alabama still left to play), Tennessee 
(6-3, with two games to play), Missouri (7-3 with Kansas 
on the road still remaining on its schedule) and Kansas 
(6-3-1) all will be going to bowls this year which, if 
nothing else, strips that tiresome phrase “ post season 
classic” of some of its luster. 
“ As long as the colleges and the bowl people flagrantly 
ignore the bid date set down by us, they might as well 
just remove that foolish rule from the books,” said Art 
Bergstrom, who heads up the NCAA’s extra events 
committee. 
“ Last year we had a team (Iowa State) that wound up 
in a bowl with a 5-6 record. After they got their bid, they 
lost three straight games and then went to the bowl and 
lost that too.” 
“ I always thought a bowl game was a reward for an 
outstanding season.” 
Bergstrom pointed out that the NCAA has no specific 
guidelines for how the bowls should be run except if 
“ they cease to be an attraction—and if that were the 
case you’d hear 'em complain plenty about not making 
money.” 
Of course, what keeps all of these annual events—be it 
the Rose or the Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl—going are the 
television contracts. Only the Tangerine Bowl does not 
enjoy this luxury, which explains why a larger stadium 
filled with enthusiastic Florida fans did not deter the 
promoters from slipping Miami of Ohio a fast one. 
“ As far as I ’m concerned, they might just as well issue 
all the bowl bids on Sept. I,” said Bergstrom, ‘‘and if a 
team goes 0-11, well, that’s just tough.” 
Why not? At least that would give coaches like Frank 
Lauterbur one more chance at saving their jobs.

McCord has threatened to punch policeman 
Joseph Wambaugh in the nose, and he isn’t 
kidding. 
McCord plays a cop in the television 
series “ Adam-12 ' 
In addition to being a detective on the 
Los Angeles police force, Wambaugh is the 
author of three books about cops, “ The 
New Centurions,” “ The Blue Knight' and 
“ The Onion Field. ” 
There is bad blood between McCord and 
Wambaugh They know one another and 
have appeared on several television talk 
shows 
together. 
Wambaugh, 
who 
is 
technical advisor on “ Police Story,' thinks 
McCord misrepresents cops. 
“ The 
trouble 
all 
started 
because 
Wambaugh doesn't like Jack Webb's shows 
(he produces Adam-12' among others). 
Webb is highly thought of by the Los 
Angeles 
Police 
Department 
and 
Wambaugh isn’t,” McCord said 
“ Webb turned down a chance to make a 
movie of 
The New Centurions,' and 
Wambaugh hasn’t forgiven him Now he’s 
on a crusade to put down Adam-12.' 
“ He’s called me and Martin Milner (co- 
star of the series) robots in print. And in a 
national magazine he quoted me as saying I 
know more about police work than he does. 
“ That’s not true. All 1 told Wambaugh is 
that I've spent more time in the past five 
years in black and white patrol cars than 
he has. He spends his days sitting on his 
rear and reading burglary reports. I think 
he's out of touch with the guys who patrol 
the streets 
“ The last time I saw Wambaugh at a 
party I told him if he had anything to say he 
could tell me to my face, or I'd punch him 
in the face.” 


If it came to knocking heads Wambaugh 
would be woefully mismatched. McCord is 
about 10 years younger, four inches taller, 
20 pounds heavier and a former football 
player. 


“ I meant what I said,” McCord said “ I 
told him I'm an actor and when he pops off 
about my performance he's hurting my 
means of making a living. Joe doesn't 
understand we re an entertainment show. 
Sure we take liberties with our stories. A 
real day in the life of most cops would be a 
bore. 
“ He shouldn't be telling me how to act. I 
don’t give him advice on how to read 
burglary reports. 
“ Jack Webb knows more about what he’s 
doing than Wambaugh. Our show finished 
last season in ninth place in the ratings. 
‘Police Story’ is somewhere down in the 
50s so far this year.” 
McCord is a handsome, rangy young man 
who says he has no ambition to learn more 
about police procedures. 
“ I don’t think our show is realistic, but 
neither is Wambaugh’s. I don't have a 
police mentality myself,” he said, “ and I 
don't want to develop one. Marty and I play 
idealized cops, perpetuating the good-guy 
image. 
“ Wambaugh’s cops are all a bunch of 
jerks involved in petty crimes. They aren t 
admirable guys at all. The trouble with Joe 
is he can’t understand that other people 
have a different point of view of cops. 
“ He also can't get it into his head that I 
don’t want to know more about police 
work. I’m an actor and I now only what 
they write in the script. 
“ I know one other thing. I'm tired of 
picking up newspapers and magazines and 
seeing Wambaugh rap me.

Seafood delicacies will 
soon come from 'farms' 


SA FRANCISCO (U PI) - Delicacies of 
the sea will soon come from oceanside 
“ farms” that are sprouting up along the 
California coast. 
With pollution and population causing a 
depletion of the once abundant shellfish, 
scientists have turned to the controlled 
environment for producing seafood dishes. 


Experiments 
show 
that 
even 
San 
Francisco’s gastronomical delight, the 
Dungeness Crab, may soon be making a 
comeback — growing up in cages. 
With prices going up and quantity going 
down, the farming of abalone, clams, 
oysters and scallops is simply good 
business, according to Dougald H. Thamer, 
general manager of International Shellfish 
Enterprises (ISE). 
Thamer says ISE’s indoor warm water 
plant at Monterey Bay could promote 
animal growth at nearly twice the speed of 
natural development in the Pacific. 
“ Our products will be the same size as 
natural sea-grown shellfish and their meat 
quality and taste will not differ,” says 
Thamer, whose firm expects to have five 
million oysters and 1.5 million clams ready 
to market by the end of next year. 
How to cultivate the unpredictable 
Dungeness Crab has been the study of 
James P. Welsh, a professor of fisheries at 
Humboldt State University. After four 
years of experiments at E^ureka, Welsh 
believes the commercial growing of crabs 
is just around the corner 
California’s crab catch, according to the 


State Department of Fish and Game, has 


dropped from 18 2 million in 1957 to 2.5 
million in the past two years This year s 
harvest is expected to be even less. With 
the declining harvest, the price of crab has 
skyrocketed. 
Welsh has found that crabs can be raised 
bv varying the diet and feeding schedules 
and allowing each crustacean nearly two 
square 
feet 
of 
room 
to 
prevent 
cannibalism 


Raising 
crabs, 
says 
Welsh, 
would 
provide edible results as much as six weeks 
before the ocean crab season begins in late 
November. His Eureka project shows that 
7,800 crabs could be grown in cages 100 
yards long and 100 yards wide. 


In Santa Rosa, a firm has developed a 
facility to raise abalone in record time. 
The soupbowl shaped delicacy has been 
seen less and less in the past few years 
clinging to rocks in 7-foot depths. 
“ I used to be able to get my limit (five) 
around Fort Bragg all the time,” said Gene 
Templeton, a skindiver from Santa Rosa. 
“ Now they’re just not around or you have 
to dive in rougher, deeper water to find 
them.” 
He blamed 
the decrease on 
pollution and too many people disturbing 
the fragile tidal areas. 
Joe Damato, skipper of a crab boat at 
Fisherman’s Wharf in San EYancisco, said 
the crabs too have gone because of “ all the 
garbage they’re throwing into the bay . . .and 
acid,too ” 
“ Nobody was listening,” said Vince 
Spadero, another crab boat operator, 
“ when fishermen started finding dead crab 
in their crab pots ten years ago. ” 
Although crab farming may be a ways in 
the 
future, 
other 
seafood 
products, 
according to ISE, should soon be reaching 
the dinner table direct from commercial 
growers. 
ISE President William D. Sauers said 
advanced scientific processes at Moss 
Landing, including the use of warm water 
discharged from Pacific Gas & Electric 
Go ’s “ Mighty Moe” power plant, can 
greatly accelerate marine growth. 
Clams and scallops that reach maturity 
in four or five years under normal ocean 
conditions, said Sauers, will mature in 
about 18 months at the ISE facility. 
Oysters will be ready for consumption in 
one year to 15 months compared to four 
years in the ocean, and abalone will be 
ready for the market in 12 to 15 months, 
instead of seven years in a natural 
environment, he said.

A moment or two later a gentle­ 
man materalized who identified 
himself as being from the local CBS. 
He desired us to perform before his 
camera crew respecting Mr. Nixon 
and Watergate. We declined — ever 
so politely, and ever so firmly. Pre­ 
sently we got up, passed the camera 
crew and the indomitable reporter, 
saying amiably, not a word.

morning, front 
page, New York Times. “ Newsmen 
in Wichita, Kansas, reported seeing 
Senator Barry Goldwater of Arizona 
and William F. Buckley Jr., the 
conservative columnist, in ‘deep 
discussion’ at* the airport there 
today. Mr. Buckley spoke last night 
at Kansas State University where he 
said that he believed Mr. Nixon 
would 
resign 
because 
of 
the 
Watergate scandal at the urging of 
Mr. Goldwater and other friends. 
Mr. Buckley and Mr. Goldwater 
were quoted by The Associated 
Press as saying they expected a 
startling 
development 
in 
the 
Watergate affair in the next few 
days.” 


In due course I 
received a 
telephone call from the New York 
Times, wanting to know more about 
the sensational development I had 
predicted. I replied that I knew of no 
sensational 
development, 
had 
predicted no such thing, nor had 
Senator Goldwater in my presence. 
On the matter of resignation, I 
explained that to say the odds favor 
resignation 
is 
different 
from 
predicting resignation. To say the 
odds favor rain tomorrow is not to 
predict rain tomorrow. 


These nice distinctions were not 
reported back to the readers of the 
New York Times. Perhaps the 
distinctions are too nice. Professor 
Hugh Kenner has recorded that a 
newspaper is a “ low definitional 
medium,” and that it is unsafe to 
attempt in it a thought the accuracy 
of which depends on the correct 
placement of a comma. 
Now, a week having gone by, I am 
receiving mail from all over the 
world, asking when would the news 
come 
out 
of 
the 
“ startling 
development” that brought Senator 
Goldwater and me to make a 
“ secret 
rendezvous 
in Wichita, 
Kansas” for the purpose of discuss­ 
ing the “ mechanics of President 
Nixon’s resignation. ” 
In the first place, insofar as it 
concerns me, it is mysteriously 
flattering. I have no delusions about 
my own power to bring Mr. Nixon 
down. Who do they think I am? John 
Dean III? 
In the second place, though at this 
point 
several 
newspapers 
have 
received from toy own mouth the 
news that I made no prediction 
about any Watergate development, I 
have yet to see a single reference to 
said correction. This is the kind of 
thing Mr. Nixon is complaining 
about, if you see what I mean. 
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“We can't afford the traditional turkey this year, but I 
got this plastic one for a table decoration."

Royal majesty 


They do this Royalty thing very 
well in England and we watched the 
Princess’ fairy-tale wedding last 
week with double interest. There is 
a deep, suppressed yearning among 
Americans to make the President a 
kind of monarch, somebody you can 
bow down to, somebody 
who 
symbolizes all 
the proper and 
correct sentiments, somebody who 
sets the right shoulder style on 
men’s suits, somebody whose role 
matches the awe and reverence in 
the eyes of eager people when they 
tell reporters, “ You mustn’t attack 
the 
- 
capital 
letters 
PRESIDENCY.” 
Mr. Nixon senses that feeling. He 
loves big state dinners and pomp 
and circumstance. There are stairs 
to 
descend 
and 
uniformed 
trumpeters who go, Tara! Tara! He 
rigged up the White House guards in 
trappings of royalty in 1970 with 
white coats, black belts, gold tassels 
and hats with visors right out of The 
Prisoner 
of 
Zenda. 
Everybody 
laughed in embarrassment, but 
were they laughing at him or at the 
revelation of their own secret 
suppressed desire? 
In Canada and England they 
separate the ceremonial and the 
political functions, whereas in our 
President we roll the two into one. 
There is only a single red-coated 
guard in front of Pierre Trudeau’s 
modest official residence in Ottawa. 
So long as he is Prime Minister he 
gets the use of a summer place, too, 
a 
5-bedroom, 
Victorian 
style 
cottage. That would never befit the 
dignity of a President, one who has 
Camp David, guarded by 150 sailors, 
and all those other places, San 
Clemente, Key Biscayne and so on, 
owned by Mr. Nixon, upon which the 
government has spent some $10 
million. 
In Canada, the ceremonial side is 
carried on by the Governor General. 
Mr. Trudeau is just a politician. If 
he wants to travel by plane he can’t 
order Air Force One to warm up as 
Commander-in-Chief ; he must put 
in a formal requisition for it, or else 
travel commercial. 
We watched the Royal pumpkin 
coach in the wedding in London last 
week and wondered if we couldn’t 
manage something of that sort here. 
What a thrill it gives everybody. It 
would be a lot cheaper than our 
present 
arrangement. 
Prime 
Minister Heath has a salary and 
allowance of about $75,000. 
In 
Canada, Prime Minister Trudeau’s 
recompense is $25,000 as prime 
minister, $18,000 as member of 
parliament, $8,000 on an expense 
•account 
and 
$4,000 
incidental 
(pocket money, maybe.) It comes to 
around $55,000. 
Well now, contrast our President. 
He gets a salary of $200,000 to begin 
with, and $50,000 expense allowance. 
He has a fund for “ special projects” 
of $1,500,000 over which Presidents 
traditionally 
exercise 
great 
discretion. By a shrewd application 
of tax law Mr. Nixon gave his 
personal papers to the National 
Archives in 1969 and had them 
appraised at a whopping $570,000 
against which he can now draw a 
$100,000 a year tax deduction for 
donations. Tax lawyers studying this 
and other permissible deductions 
figure that Mr. Nixon pays a federal 
income tax of around $14,500 on a 
quarter 
million 
dollar 
taxable 
income, all perfectly legal. 


But 
of 
course, 
like 
every 
President, Mr. Nixon has a dual 
capacity; he’s not merely paid as a 
politician but as ceremonial head of 
government, too. It’s hard to make 
an estimate of what this all costs 
because it isn’t isolated in the 
budget. Writing the other day in 
Fortune, Dan Dordtz decided that 
the actual expense of running the 
presidency is around $100 million a 
year. If correct, this rather puts in 
the shade the cost of the Royal 
Family over in England estimated 
at about $2,500,000. 
It would be unfair to single out 
Mr. Nixon alone. We want our 
Presidents to be well fed and 
housed, and the custom goes back to 
Washington. On the other hand, Mr. 
Nixon 
has 
carried 
it 
further, 
perhaps, than anybody else. It is an 
outward expression of his masterful 
attitude in governmental matters: 
he claims the right to impound 
funds, 
for 
example, 
whether 
Congress wants them spent or not, 
and his interpretation of executive 
privilege has about it a regal flavor. 
Columnist Jack Anderson quotes 
from secret receipts and memos of 
the 
General 
Service 
Administration’s 
costs 
at 
San 
Clemente billed to the taxpayers. 
The only item we remember is an 
ice machine that makes square ice 
because, according to the account, 
the President “ does not like ice 
cubes with holes in them.” We think 
he may have something there; its 
little things like that that upset a 
man. 


The article in Fortune is entitled 
“ The Imperial Life Style of the US 
President” 
and by 
coincidence 
Arthur Schlesinger’s new important 
book 
is 
called 
the 
Imperial 
Presidency. 
“ What the country 
needs today,” he observed at one 
point, “ is a little serious disrespect 


for the office of the Presidency. He 
quotes Montaigne with approval, 
“ Sit he on never so high a throne, a 
man still sits on his own bottom. 
Have we carried the royalty thing 
too far? Schlesinger is thinking 
prim arily 
of 
political 
aggrandizement, we are concerned 
here more with the ceremonial—the 
monarchical - side. One is largely 
the expression of the other. This 
shows up nowhere better than in 
transportation: Mr. Nixon has five 
Boeing Jetliners, 16 helicopters, 11 
Lockheed 
Jetstars, 
a 
fleet 
of 
limousines, and a yacht. Just the 
other day, it seems, Bess Truman 
and her daughter were traveling to 
Independence, Missouri by first 
class compartment, paid for by 
Harry. Lady Bird Johnson flew to 
New York to shop on the regular 
shuttle Times have changed and the 
Nixon family and staff are taxied 
about in government planes and 
copters There is good reason for it, 
perhaps, in this more dangerous 
day. 
The question arises, though, about 
all 
those 
gasoline 
guzzling 
presidential vehicles as Mr. Nixon 
asks us to practice austerity, lower 
the thermostat, and drive 50 miles 
an hour. No doubt about it, the 
nation is in a sour mood. Air Force 
One takes 20,000 gallons of gas on a 
round trip to San Clemente, and 
frequently a couple of planes make 
the trip. We have an energy crisis 
and this if the first time since 
Watergate that the President has 
been called upon to exert personal 
leadership by appeal and example 
We don’t begrudge the President 
relaxation. Just as a hint, though, in 
the present angry mood of the 
multitude, we think he ought to rein 
in those Jetliners and helicopters, 
and go just a little mite easy on 
those quick trips to his tropical 
retreats.

Chief Judge John J Sirica of 
the U.S. District Court in 
Washington who faced possi­ 
ble ridicule and recrimina­ 
tions in his dramatic and suc­ 
cessful attempt to probe deep­ 
er into the truth of the Water­ 
gate burglary 


There is. for another Wash­ 
ington Post publisher Kathar 
me Graham Despite one of 
the most blistering attacks by 
any administration ever upon 
a newspaper she encouraged 
the continued investigative 
reporting on Watergate 
Ervin knew that his phone 
could be tapped, his tax re­ 
turns pulled, his state de­ 
prived of federal aid and pro 
jects If the hearings were 
considered partisan or ineffec­ 
tive or laughable, he could be 
disgraced 
He knew he might incur the 
wrath of his constituents And 
he was right — about some 
He has been accused in recent 
weeks of “ trying to crucify 
the President, 
of being a 
"disgusting publicity seeker 
of being both a pawn of the 
“ lying press and a tool of the 
liberals He also knew some 
people would be bored or 
made “ sick and tired 
of the 
continuing investigation 
Why did Ervin expose him­ 
self to such risks'.’

said 
Duty is the sublimest 
word in our language I re­ 
member reading something 
Robert E Lee told his son, 
Curtis Lee. when the boy went 
off to school at West Point 
He said.

to all this," said Ervin, 
it is 
that I said the Senate commit­ 
tee, bv decree of the United 
States Supreme Court, has the 
right to subpoena any wifn* ^s 
it wants, with no exceptions 
Ervin, the highly respected 
constitutional 
lawyer, swept 
aside the President's umbrel

He sits in the middle of the 
long table in the hearing room 
as he and fellow committee 
members interrogate witness­ 
es His heavy eyebrows flutter 
nervously over dark-rimmed 
glasses Jowls jounce Lower 
lip is trembly A fattish hawk 
nose Strands of white hair

John Sirica has come a long 
way to be placed in so grand a 
position as a national hero 
“ I vo known povertv." he 
says of his childhood in Wat- 
erbury. Conn.. and Jackson­ 
ville. Fla. He is the son of 
Italian im m igrant parents. 
His father was a,barber, “ and 
I m very proud of the fact he 
was an honest man.' Judge 
Sirica recalls that,he and his 
fam ily slept in the back of a 
grocery store in which his 
mother worked. ‘ She kept us 
clean and 
she got us to 


automobiles and waited on 
tables He worked as an ath­ 
letic director for the Knights 
of Columbus in Washington to

ered being a boxer, I weighed 
150 pounds But I lound that

He spent two years in law 
school and was admitted to

He began legal work in pri­ 
vate practice. He met William

judge calls ‘ my id o l/’ Lea­ 


hy's large portrait hangs in 
Judge S irica's chambers. “ I 
learned from him how to get 
the jury nodding in your fa­ 
vor how to anticipate their 
questions, to let them know 
you aren't out to hoodwink 
them and the importance of 
being a principled man of the 
law 
said Sirica. 
Judge Sirica was appointed 
to the bench bv President 
Eisenhower, in 1957. He had 
campaigned for the Republi­ 


can ticket since Landon in 
1936 
In fact, he had made 
speeches in 1952 and 1956 in 
support of Richard Nixon, the 
Republican 
vice-presidential 
candidate. 
Hut partisanship never en­ 
tered his courtroom, if he 
could help it 
Now, he has 
caused havoc for the Republi­ 
cans. Another time he nearly 
threw the former secretary of 
the Interior. Stewart Udall. a 
Dem ocratic appointee, into 
jail for contempt. 
Yet Judge Sirica not only 
admires toughness, hut gentle­ 
ness. too. One ot his best 
friends today is Ja ck Demp­ 


sey. the former heavyweight 
boxing champion, whom he 
met while on bond-selling 
tours during World War II 
Judge Sirica also admires 
Vice President Spiro Agncw 
He has not forgotten his 
heritage, 
where 
he came 
from, 
said the judge. “ He 
once happened to join me at a 
naturalization 
proceedings 
I 
handled. I liked what he said 


It was similar to what I usual­ 
ly tell people on this occasion. 
Naturalization proceedings 
are one of the things I enjoy 
most about being a judge. 
“ I tell folks that now you 


are as much an Am erican as 
the President of the United 
States It is something to be 
proud of. to be a citizen of 
this great country. Now, when 
people ask what you are, don't 
say, Italian.’ or ‘Chinese,’ say 
I am an American/ " 


He is sentimental enough to 
have framed, autograph pic­ 
tures of both Agnew and Nix­ 
on at home in his den. which 
he calls "m y hall of memo­ 
ries." 


Yet he is not taken by lofty 
stature. He says he believes 
that, "men generally are wise 
and good. 


“ The most important lesson 
for me in this regard was 
gaining confidence in the jury 
system. I think it is the great­ 
est system ever devised by 
man In the great majority of 
cases I've admired the way 
juries, composed of everyone 
from taxi drivers to secretar­ 
ies to economists, can assimi­ 
late facts and arrive at a fair 
verdict.

Publisher Katharine Graham 
walked intf* her large, clean- 
lined but courhv office at The 
Washington Post She held a 
single long-stemmed rose She 
had just been to the news­ 
room. three floors down on 
the fifth floor where she is 
referred to a4« ‘The Dame, ‘ 
as in “ She's a good dame to 


The television set in her of­ 
fice had been on and was sort 
of off-color. On the screen, 
James McCord was testifying 
before the Senate Watergate 
committee 
McCord's face 
was nearly as deep-red on this 
TV set as Mrs 
Graham's 


It was a fitting coincidence 
For it was the 56-year-old 
Mrs Graham, or rather her 
newspaper, or her reporters 
actually, all three - who 
greatly were responsible for 
James McCord being now in 
such an embarrassing predica­ 
ment 
“ It gets deeper and deeper, 
uglier and uglier, doesn t it?" 
she said, nodding toward 
McCord. 
She has followed the case 
closely through its dark and 
labyrinthian rooks and pest­ 
holes It was The Washington 
Post, virtually alone among 
the nation's media, which 
initially pursued the Water­ 
gate story. 
It b< 
June 17, 1! 
when five men were caught 
breaking into the Democratic 
National Committee head­ 
quarters Post managing edi­ 
tor Howard Simon called Mrs. 


Graham at home and said. 
“ You will not believe what is 
going on." 


Although Mrs. Graham has 
not been directly involved in 
the decision-making of the 
investigations, her influence is 
omnipresent. She could have 
squashed it at any time. But 
then, she says, she could not 
have. 


“ I don't mean to be corny 
or coy." she said, “ but there 
was nothing really heroic 


about the whole thing I mean, 
my only decision was whether 
to back my editorial staff and 
my reporters. Well. I have 
great faith in their judgment 
and ability. I knew we had to 
go ahead with the story. 
That's really what our busi­ 
ness is all about. 
“ Heroism is when you have 
a choice. As the storv unfold- 


ground You can t shut your 
eves to it Besides, we had the 
full backing of the corporate 
group They felt as I do that 
excellence on the news side 
and profits go hand-in-hand It 
w.cn that simple But. well, 
sure. I had sleepless nights 


This is why: 
Perhaps never in history 
has one newspaper been so 
ferociously attacked by an 
administration as was The 
Washington Post in the last 


Charges of lies shabby and 
irresponsible journalism and 
routine character assassina­ 
tions were commonplace by 
the Nixonians The newspa­ 
per s credibility was in jeop­ 
ardy 
( “ And 
that's 
all 
a 
newspaper has really, is its 
credibility, 
said Mrs G ra­ 
ham.) 
Sen Robert Dole < R-Kans I 
said in a speech last fall that 
the only reason the Post was 
so insistent upon linking the 
Watergate break-m to the 
White House was that Mrs. 
Graham “ hated Nixon." 
When she happened to run 
into Dole at a Washington 
party, she asked him about 
that statement 
“ Oh, you 
know how those things are." 
he told her “ They put some­ 
thing in your hands and you 
read it 
She grimaced now, 
as she recalled it. and said, 
“ No matter how outrageous 
someone's remarks might be 
proved, some of that drip, 
drip drip, sticks 
Stock of The Washington 
Post Company < which in­ 
cludes Newsweek magazine as 
well as two Florida television 
stations and other media hold­ 
ings) had reached an all-time 
high on Dec 29. 1972, but soon 
plummeted from $38 a share 
to 23 and one-half 
Some might have made a 
connection between the fall in 


price and the fact that the 
administration was challeng­ 
ing the renewal of the licenses 
of the two Post TV stations.

Des Moines Register Washing­ 
ton bureau chief and Pulitzer- 
prize-winning columnist, is a 
6-4 230-pound abominable in 
vestigator who has been stalk­ 
ing administrations as far hack 
as Truman s. has been Bronx 
cheered by every president 
since, has been spat at by 
Jimmy Hoffa whom he helped 
send up the river, and most 
recently has bellowed in a 
national news conference that 
Ron Ziegler 
Nixon's press 
secretary, was a liar 
He is called the 
Mollenhoff 
cocktail 
and he may also 
have had an enormous impact 
on Watergate 
M ollenhoff. who is also a 
lawyer told his friend Judge 
John J Sirica, 
the Watergate 
judge, 
about a recent court 
precedent in which a Los 
Angeles judge named Fergu­ 
son delayed sentencing to give 
the defendants time to decide 
whether they would cooperate 
more fully w ith the court If 
they 
would, 
the 
sentence 
would be lighter 
Sirica had not known of the 
Los Angeles case until Mollen­ 
hoff told him i "Clark knows 
me about as well as anyone, 
and I respect him as much as 
I do anyone, 
says Sirica • 
Sirica tlien called Judge Fer­ 
guson 
Sirica used this unusual and 
controversial delayed sentenc ­ 
ing method to flush out testi­ 
mony from Watergate burglar 
James McCord which was vir­ 
tually the first substantial in­ 
formation on the enormity of 
the p o litica l espionage net­ 
work 
According to the Los Ange­ 
les Times, 
a number of insi­ 
ders. Mollenhoff unabashedly 
among them, feel that he was 


the catalyst who impelled 
former W hite House and cam­ 
paign aide Jeb Stuart Magru- 
der to come clean on his 
knowledge of the roles of high 
administration officials — H 
R Haldeman. John E hrlich- 
nian. Charles Colson and for­ 
mer Atty. Gen John Mitchell 
— in the Watergate plotting 
and financing.'' 
M ollenhoff had w ritte n an 
article predicting an in d ict­ 
ment against Magruder. He 
showed the piece to Magru­ 
der. who. disturbed, shortly 
after went to a federal prose­ 
cutor and. said the Los Ange­ 
les Times, "began unloading 
what he knew, setting in mo­ 
tion the current cascade of 
disclosures, admissions and 
resignations," 


Mollenhoff was possibly the 
firs t to throw off President 
Nixon's cloak of executive 
privilege. He had for one year 
early in Nixon's first term, to 
the surprise and then dismay 
of 
some 
newspaper 
col­ 
leagues. accepted an offer to 
be a presidential counsel. He 
left tfie post in the summer of 
1970 He left, he said, because 
ho had been promised direct 
access to the President, and 
did not get it. 
Out of office and back at 
newspapering» he was called 
to te stify before the C ivil 
Service Commission, and did. 
despite the pervasive White 
House 
protestations 
that 
"matters of national security” 
could be jeopardized. 
"Some people have said 
that Nixon hired me to get rid 
of m e.'' said M ollenhoff, in 
his N ational Press Building 
office, which is strewn with 
awards from the right and the 
le ft and 
which has auto­ 
graphed photographs of JFK. 
and LBJ. as well as Nixon 
The job was presidential 
ombudsman He was to be a 
muckraker for internal White 
House problems, using the 
techniques he used as a jour­ 
nalist to help uncover such 
national scandals as the TFX. 
Billie Sol Estes and Hoffa 
M ollenhof believed this a 
great opportunity to give first­ 
hand assistance to good gov­ 
ernm ent It turned out to be 
heavy-handed, at least as far 
as the White House staff was 
concerned 
" I wouldn't stay out of the 
hair of Ehrlichman and Halde­ 
m an.' said Mollenhof "N o t 
only was I honest. I was per­ 
sistently honest 
They didn't 
appreciate 
me 
because 
I 
wasn't one of these little jun­ 
ior executive types from J 
Walter Thompson advertising, 
one of these guvs between 20 
and 30 years old. 
like a 
Dwight Chapin, who did any­ 
thing they were told because 
they owed all they had in life 
to people like Haldeman and 
Ehrlichm an 
It's a shame.

The final straw came for 
Mollenhof when he found that 
the White House was planning

He reflected 
on the past five years in the 
White House: “There was no 
independent sense of morality 
there. I mean, if you worked 
for someone, he was God and 
whatever the orders were, you 
did it. It was all so narrow, so 
closed.” 
The ugly uncoverings of 
W atergate disturbed others. 
B arry G oldw ater, 
sen ato r 
from Arizona and previously a 
staunch supporter of Nixon's, 
was the first Republican to 
appeal to the P resid en t to 
com e out in the open on the 
W atergate m a tte r and clear 
the air. He doubted the verac­ 
ity of some of the President s 
statements (“ I have to think 
he knew this coverup a good 
deal 
before 
his 
April 
30 
speech” ). At the time, it was 
a courageous thing for a parti­ 
san senator to say. 
There were others after the 
truth, and others taking risks. 
Such as the prosecutor in 
Florida, a Nixon appointee, 
who went after Donald Segret- 
ti. The prosecutor risked his 
job. 
And certain elements of the 
press, still being maligned by 
the administration, continued 
to energetically dig tow ard 
the bottom of what sometimes 
seems a bottomless pit. This 
of course includes The Wash­ 
ington Post, particularly their 
young local crime reporters. 
Bob Woodward and Carl Bern­ 
stein (known in the city room 
as either “ W oodstein,” or 
“The Katzenjammer Kids"). 
There was Walter Cronkite 
who devoted two 15-minute 
segments to the importance of 
W atergate during the p re s i­ 
dential cam paign. A gutsy 
thing to do because (a) it was 
not really so powerful an issue 
back then and (b) Cronkite 
and the Columbia Broadcast- 


ing System predictably in­ 
curred the w rath of the ad ­ 
ministration during the next 
several 
months 
and 
was 
branded “ shabby” and “ irre­ 
sponsible." 
Judge Sirica believes that 
much of the political scandal 
of Watergate and other scan­ 
dals on local levels would 
dimmish if citizens took great­ 
er in terest in governm ent — 
asking more questions, being 
m ore aw are of their ca n d i­ 
dates. voting for the best peo­ 
ple available. “ We do too 
much spectating,” he said. He 
believes in the uncommon 
man. the man with vision who 
can d eterm ine his own fate. 
He ag rees, it seem s, with 
John F Kennedy, who wrote 
in his book. “ Profiles in Cour- 


age 
“ To be courageous . . . 
requires no exceptional quali­ 
fications, no magic formula, 
no special com bination of 
time, place and circumstance. 
It is an opportunity that soon­ 
er or later is presented to us 
all. Politics merely furnishes 
one arena which imposes spe­ 
cial tests of courage. 
“ In whatever arena of life 
one m ay m eet the challenge 
of courage, whatever may be 
the sacrifices he faces if he 
follows his conscience — the 
loss of his friends, his fortune, 
his contentment, even the es­ 
teem of his fellow man — 
each man m ust decide for 
himself the course he will fol­ 
low . . . Each man must look 
into his own soul ”

PA RIS — (N E A i — France, 
which has known many inva­ 
sions. is braced again 


The Japanese are coming, 
close to half a m illion are 
expected this year And not 
all are tourists. Business ty­ 
coons. pockets bulging with 
yen. are discovering not only 
the charm of France and 
W'estern Europe but also the 
business possibilities. 


So far as hotelkeepers are 
concerned, the Japanese are 
the best guests in the world 
They are quiet, forever smil­ 
ing. never find fault, pay with­ 
out questioning and leave 
their rooms in perfect order. 


Discreetly, speedily. Japa­ 
nese businessmen are inter­ 
ested in buying anything and 
everything 
And when they 
don't buy they copy 


Multimillionaires have their 
agents here often operating 
m ysteriously. They have in­ 
vaded the sacrosanct pre­ 
cincts of horse racing, for 
example. There are already a 
half-score training stables 
around Paris, housing over 100 
horses, in Japanese hands. 
And last year, a Japanese tex­ 
tile magnate bought Hard to 
Beat, winner of the Jockey 
Club race, for many millions 
of francs. 
Madame Sun is astrology’s star 


P A R IS — i N E A i — Fortune 
tellers have existed in every 
civilization in recorded his­ 
tory, and certainly even be- 
lore. 
No wonder, then, that to­ 
day 10 million Frenchmen, 
from the highest to the low­ 
est strata of society, continue 
to consult 3.400 soothsayers— 
500 for Paris alone — paying 
$5 to $25. and sometimes 
more, for peeks at future and 
fate in palms, cards and the 
stars. It is estimated that all 
ol 2,500 anxious French souls 
consult some species of ad­ 
viser daily. 
The 
most 
celebrated 
in 
P a r i s is M a d a m e Soleil 
iMadam Sun), an astrologist. 
There is nothing mysterious 
about her. A very plump 60, 
in the space of 18 months on 
the radio, she’s become the 
most questioned person in 
Fi ance When she first came 
on to Europe No. 1. a state- 
owned n e t w o r k , close to 
25.000 listeners telephoned in, 
anxious for help with their 
problems. 
Earthy, completely unin­ 
hibited, Madame Soleil re­ 
plies with incredible serenity 
to questions. 
'T love nothing better than 
to help people who come to 
me with their problems,’’ she 
says. These problems can be 
classified under five general 
h e a d i n g s : Love, Health, 
Money, Children and Death 
What about horoscopes in 
newspapers and magazines? 


“Any horoscope under your 
sign obviously is not drawn 
up specifically for you,” she 
says 
“But they are by no 
means a hit-or-miss effort. 
Astrologists, the serious ones, 
daily 
consult 
the 
planets 
and their position vis-a-vis 
the various signs of the zo­ 
diac. 
T h e i r 
findings are 
meant to be looked upon as 
a general guidance for the 
day, week or month." 
Madame Soleil’s following 
ranges from cabinet m inis­ 
ters, film, theater and opera 
stars to doctors, business ty­ 
coons and the man in the 
street. 
“I have also had outlaws 
and religious leaders, not to 
mention that many farmers 
consult me, the latter know 
I am very ‘down to earth,’ ” 


After two years she recent­ 
ly gave up her radio pro­ 
gram and now confines her­ 
self to dealing with the thou­ 
sands of letters which still 
come pouring into her office. 


Because astrology depends 
upon exact calculations, M a ­ 
dame Soleil has become rec­ 
onciled to electronics and the 
computer. The magic modern 
machine 
can 
establish 
a 
chart in the matter of a few 
minutes. 


“I let the machines do the 
groundwork— the equations— 
and can devote more time to 
analyzing each problem, re­ 
plying to queries with the 
frank speech of a loving 


grandmother,” sh e s a y s . 
With her, the computer plays 
the 
part 
of 
an 
assistant 
astrologer, capable of jug­ 
gling millions of combina­ 
tions. 
Madame Soleil — it is her 
real name, she was born Ger­ 
maine Soleil — now is inter­ 
ested in a company, the In­ 
stitute of Astrological R e­ 
search and O r i e n t a t i o n , 
grouping a team of mathe­ 
maticians and computer ex­ 
perts She wants to exploit to 
the utmost the ancient tradi­ 
tions of astrology to make it 
the youngest of sciences. 


With the aid of her “think" 
machines, a horoscope edited 
by Madame Soleil constitutes 
a precise “celestial chart. 


Madame Soleil was brought 
up by a father and mother 
who were barely 18 years 
older than she. Papa Soleil 
died before he was 40, from 


a 
wound 
suffered 
during 
World War I. 
At 16, Germaine had to go 
to work. She got a job as 
secretary in a political week­ 
ly, married, bore three chil­ 
dren. 
(She now has eight 
grandchildren.) 
Then, out ot the blue, a 
fortune-telling aunt suggest­ 
ed she try her hand at astrol­ 
ogy. This was a field already 
known to her, as one grand­ 
father dabbled in astronomy. 
As a child he had trained her 
to read the stars. 
Came the day when she 
substituted for her aunt as 
an adviser and she has never 
turned back 
A program manager for 
French radio consulted her 
and soon after suggested she 
do an hour’s astrology on the 
radio, answering questions 
which would be telephoned 
in. She decided to try it out. 
“ Arriving at the office I 


could see that people were 
somewhat 
taken 
off 
their 
guard. Here was I, stout, 
middle-aged, no m a k e - u p , 
looking like anybody’s grand­ 
mother.” This was in the 
fall of 1970. That first after­ 
noon over 20,000 calls were 
registered and came in regu­ 
larly after that more thou­ 
sands. 
“I 
am very 
gregarious, 
love people, and want noth­ 
ing more than to comfort, 
encourage and counsel those 
who have troubles. And it 
sometimes happens that I 
chide some of my consult­ 
ants when I feel they are un­ 
reasonable.” 
Her plans for the future in­ 
clude children. As a grand­ 
mother she feels that astrol­ 
ogists up to now have sadly 
neglected the problems of 
the under 15s and their par­ 
ents.

Ken­ 
zo. a young Japanese stylist 
who opened a shop in an out- 
of-way arcade in Paris a cou­ 
ple of years ago. is now con­ 
sidered one of the leaders in 
the younger group of the 
ready-to-wear field There are 
already three Japanese " bou­ 
tiques" operating and more to 
come. 


The Japanese are 
"regu­ 
lars " at the large public auc­ 
tion salesrooms in Paris and 
Versailles, as well as in the 
smaller places in the suburbs, 
buying up paintings, furniture, 
statues, 
carpets.

Spirit of 1976 doesn't stir Americans

N E W Y O K K — < N E A ) - II 
was a neighbor who first 
called the police. She said 
she had not seen the old man 
in the next apartment for a 
week. 
"H e ’s in a wheelchair and 
I can usually hear him m ov­ 
ing around, but it’s b e e n 
quiet for days.” 
When 
o f f i c e r s 
broke 
through the locked door they 
found the body of a 75-year* 
old man slumped in a heap 
on the linoleum floor. A shut- 
in with no friends or rela 
tives, he had killed himself 
with an overdose of pills, 
then lay undetected, until he 
was finally missed. 


The story is depressingly 
lam iliar in Am erica. Alone, 
depressed, often sick and un­ 
wanted, the nation’s elderly 
(especially men) are taking 
their own lives with alarm ­ 
ing regularity. Statistics in 
The World Alm anac indicate 
that the suicide rate in 1967 
for men 65 and over is 38.1 
for every 100,000, s e v e n 
points higher than men in 
the 45-60 category and near­ 
ly twice the total of men in 
the 19-44 age grouping. 


W hat’s more, the statistics 
increase as do the years be­ 
yond 65 Dr. Norm an Farbe* 
row, director of the Los A n ­ 
geles 
S u ic id e 
Prevention 
League, 
says 
the 65 
and 
above rate in California is 
as high as 60 per 100,000 and 
grows to 65 for people 75 and 
older. It stands to reason, 
adds Farberow : 
the older 
one 
gets, 
the 
more 
the 
chance for deep depression 
and the wish to get life over 
with quickly. 


And generally, the elderly 
suicides do get it over with 
quickly. 
No dram atics for 
them, no gam es (such as 
m aking phone calls) which 
indicate the threat is in real­ 
ity a cry for help; old people 
tend to kill themselves with 
neither ritual nor delay. Dr. 
Robert Kastenbaum of the 
Am erican Association of Sui- 
cidology says that m any old­ 
er people "m a ke their de­ 
cision and then 
act.” 
An 
overdose, a spoon of poison, 
a bullet in the head. The se­ 
riousness of their intent is 
thus part of the p ro b le m -it 
m akes helping them t h a t 
m uch more difficult. 


Helping them, indeed, is a 
baffling 
enigm a 
for 
those 
concerned. 
Farberow 
says 
that old people with prob­ 
lems are somewhat l i k e 
young people with problems, 
in that “ you have to help 
them solve their problem s." 
but this is easier said than 
done 
with 
the 
elderly. 
A 
young m an’s problem m ay 
be m arital or economic (two 


com mon crises heard by sui­ 
cide prevention people) and 
m ay be corrected with the 
application of common rem 
edies. As for the aged, how­ 
ever, says Marry W arren of 
New Y o rk ’s National Save 
A Life League; 


“They call in here, 70-75* 
80 years old M aybe they’re 
in wheelchairs. M aybe they 
have terminal cancer. M a y ­ 
be their relatives are gone 
and their friends dead. What 
can you say to people like 
this to make them feel any 
better?” 


There seem s to be little 
anyone can say. In fact, it is 
not absolutely certain that 
society wants to say any­ 
thing/ M any geriatric spe­ 
cialists agree that society 
gives older people precious 
little reason to live, and in 
fact feels it would be better 
if they were out of the way. 


"People,” w r o t e Ogden 
Nash, “expect old men to 
die; they look at them with 
eyes that wonder w h e n . " 
This is not to say society 
wants the old folks to cut 
their throats, but there is 
substantial evidence t h a t 
public apathy and prejudice 
for the old often force exact­ 
ly that. 
Says L. A .’s Farberow : " I 
think it is true that we make 
it very hard for the elderly 
to live happily. A s a nation 
we have tended to eulogize 
and overpraise the young, 
and ignore the old. We force 
people to retire at certain 
ages, thus force them to re­ 
sign, in m any cases, at the 
peak of the functioning pow­ 
ers. We force them to accept 
a less contributory existence 
and m any of them just can t 
do it.” 
There are a lot of reasons 
lor suicide am ong the aged, 
Farberow adds, but the most 
important is this loss of en­ 
gagement, 
of 
self-esteem. 
"W hat we do to the old, in 
other words, is to take away 
their reason for living." 
That reason, too often, is 
not onlv “ self-esteem” but 
"youth.” Am erica, the land 
where over 30 is considered 
the beginning of a term inal 
disease, 
is 
a 
civilization 
where people say they would 
rather die than grow old. 
Actually, in a study by R ob ­ 
ert Kastenbaum (concerning 
student attitudes toward old 
age), 25 per cent of the re­ 
spondents said they wanted 
to die before they expected 
to die. 
" I 
suppose,” says 
Kastenbaum . “t h e y didn’t 
want to become enfeebled or 
whatever.” 


The fear of enfeeblement 
is quite natural. H. L. M en ­ 
cken said that "N o show is

The cynicism should be 
expected.

One guy connected with the 
ho-hum task of organizing 
some action here says. “W e 
think we r e going to build 
a Liberty Park on the New 
Jersey side of the Statue of 
Liberty, but . . 
But, indeed. Tim e is run­ 
ning out. 
Savs one 
state 
newsman: "W h at I'm going 
to do in 1976 is take my kids 
to Union City and let them 
smell what lias happened in 
two ce n tu ries'' 
To some extent, of course, 
the official confusion and 
public inertia is a natural 
byproduct of an activity so 
im mense and, until recently, 
so far awav. Says an A R B C 
official in W ashington: “How 
can vou get 210 m illion peo­ 
ple interested, much less in 
agreement, 
on 
som ething 
like th is?” 
You can’t. S t u d e n t s , for 
example, according to Chip 
Burlei of the College Press 
Service, 
“think the whole

Other 
segments 
of

agree. Indians, because the 
land to be com memorated is 
land 
stolen 
f r o m 
them; 
Blacks because at the time 
of the revolution m any of 
their ancestors were slaves. 
Even entire states of people 
feel no overw helm ing pride 
for the Bicentennial; Alaska, 
for example, was 
part of 
Russia in 1776. 
Yet beyond these examples 
of natural torpidity, there is 
also evidence that Bicenten­ 
nial 
planners 
h a v e 
not 


opened the doors to public 
interest 
Except 
for 
some 
exceptional states (such as 
Massachusetts), many people 
are disinterested merely be­ 
cause they've not been asked 
to be interested. Too often 
the designated planners have 
held their own meetings and 
formulated their own ideas 
Here at W ashington C ross­ 
ing. the township has not 
even formed a citizens B i­ 
centennial 
committee; 
all 
w ork to commemorate the 
anniversary is being handled 
by state parks personnel and 
historical interest groups 


There are some who feel 
the absence of citizen parti­ 
cipation in the anniversary 
planning is deliberate. The 
People’s Bicentennial Com ­ 
mission. 
a 
counterculture 
grem lin group in W ashing­ 
ton. feels the 1976 com m em ­ 
oration 
has 
“been 
taken 
over by bureaucrats. A m eri­ 
can Legion soldiers and the 
Daughters of the Am erican 
Revolution.” T hus the charge 
that “real people" have no 
sav, no enthusiasm, nor no 
interest 
in 
the 
birthday 
blast. 
But whatever the reason, 
deliberate or not, the lack 
of grass roots support for 
the Bicentennial is presently 
serious. No doubt there will 
be a 
1976 celebration, no 
doubt it will be big; but 
without 
the 
zeal 
of 
the 
people it won't be signifi­ 
cant A s the guy in the Tally 
Ho bar puts it: 


“You 
know, 
a

of 
m oney's being spent on that 
thing — I 
wonder 
w ho's 
getting 
it."

Unfortunately, so it con­ 
tinues, the end for some is 
worse than for others.

It would also, most agree, 
go an equally long way 
toward creating World War 
III. Thus the revival of in­ 
terest in the question of the 
Israeli bomb. “ It's not just the 
‘Israeli bomb, ” says a 
Washington member of 
SANE, "it s also the 'Egyp­ 
tian bomb." 


Egypt is right now plan­ 
ning a 150-megawatt reactor 
which could turn out 30 
bombs a year.

This is why, adds Alan

Continua­ 
tion of a situation where war 
breaks out every six to ten 
years is impossible. “ Each 
time," says Solomonow, "the 
Arabs get a little stronger 
and more anxious. So far they 
haven’t tried to enter Israel.

Even auto transportation, 
say bus advocates, has lost 
its charm 
“ Fifty thousand 
people are killed in them 
every year," sighs one Grey­ 
hound executive. As of now. 
more than 90 per cent of 
all travel in the nation is 
still 
by 
private car, 
but 
busers hope that time and 
circumstances will 
reduce 
the figure 
Besides highway dangers, 
there is now the pollution 
crisis (“ People who drive a 
lot deserve a kick in the 
gas", grump environmental­ 
ists). 
the 
threat 
of 
fuel 
shortages 
and 
bumper-to- 
bumper traffic. Says Grey­ 
hound. “ All of this is con­ 
vincing more and more peo­ 
ple to simply leave the driv­ 
ing to us." 
Indeed, there is much to 
be said for doing just that. 
In recent years motor coach 
travel has improved admir­ 
ably. No reservations are 
necessary ("W ell bring out 
another bus for overflow 
passengers", says a Grey­ 
hound agent). No security 
checks

about hijackers;" says one 


driver here, "where could I 
take

— 
Minot?"). 
Moreover, 
today's 
modern 
buses have done away with 
much of the discomforts of 
yore. Sixteen wheels cush­ 
ion 
the 
ride.

board 
lavatories have solved the 
"bouncing bladder blues." 
Some of the newest buses 
by Greyhound have 
host­ 
esses. earphones for radio 
listening and snack bars — 
"everything," says a wag, 
"but dancing bears.” 


But the best thing about 
bus travel, say the advo­ 
cates. is the cost. According 
to a 1972 study by the De­ 
partment of Transportation, 
intercity tills fares were 3.81 


cents a mile, compared with 
4 cents for trains, 6 cents 
for planes and a whopping 
13.55 cents for automobiles. 
A Washington to New York 
bus trip, thus, cost $11.20 
(in 1972) while the trip by 
train can 
be 
up to $27 
(depending on class), the 
trip by air is $26. and the 
trip by auto is $30 at least, 
"providing" says a smiling 
bus driver, "you don't get a 
flat, have the radiator boil 
over, or lose an axle.’ 
Yet if the bus business 
chortles at the drawbacks of 
other forms of mass loco­ 
motion, it does not chortle 
loudly. Motor coach travel 
has its problems too Inter­ 
city lines are down 150 (to a 
current total of about 1.000) 
in the last decade. Operating 
expenses have risen from 
$494 million in 1961 to $852 
million in 1971. Last year, 
according to Charles Webb, 
president of NAMBO, profit 
for 
the 
nation’s 
intercity 
lines ($57 million) was 10 
per cent less than the $64 
million earned the year be­ 
fore 
Webb and others blame 
much of the revenue decline 
on 
"unfair 
competition 
Amtrak. for example, has 
lured thousands of bus pas­ 
sengers to the tracks with 
drastic reductions in fares 
which have been underwrit­ 


ten by $267 million in fed­ 
eral subsidies. 
Aside from competition, 
however, the bus industry 
has internal deficits which 
may be chasing some cus­ 
tomers 
away. 
Terminals, 
such as the Greyhound sta­ 
tion in Bismarck, are old 
and uninviting. Some agents, 
again like the Greyhound's 
man in Bismarck, can be 
cranky and unhelpful. W’hen 
asked if a passenger would 
be sure to get a ticket for 
Butte. Bismarck agent Glen 
William snapped: "How do 
I know. I can’t guarantee 
anything!" 
Thi s 
despite 
the 
highly 
promoted 
"no 
reservation" guarantee. 
And the buses themselves, 
despite improvements, are 
far from being first class. 
Seats are thin, aisles are 
even thinner, lavatories can 
get fairly grungy. The 48th 
passenger west the other 
evening was told the bus 
had only 47 seats and he 
would have to sit in the aisle 
for 100 miles. "What can I 
do?" the driver asked. "Let s 
go. take it or leave it." 
The 48th passenger took 
it. And so it is. Despite 
drawbacks, hundreds of mil­ 
lions do the same. Bus travel 
may be slow (15 hours from 
Bismarck 
to 
Butte vs. 3 
hours bv air); it may also 
be a 
bit 
dingy. 
But 
it 
is one of the safest (0.05 
deaths per million passenger 
miles vs 2 10 for autos), the 
cheapest and the handiest.

would understand virtue, ob­ 
serve the conduct of virtuous 
men.” Now the lesson seems 
to be borrowed from Her­ 
mann Goermg, who, in 1933, 
gave order to Pru ssian 
police: “ Shoot first and in­ 
quire afterwards, and if you 
make mistakes I will protect 
you." 


In fact, the idea of owning 
up has been lost in the capital 
and perhaps in much of the 
rest of the nation. Admission 
of error, much less guilt, is in 
precious short supply. Spiro 
Agnew was only the latest of 
high government officials 
exiting the executive offices 
in disgrace but admitting 
nothing. Said Agnew. 


“ My decision to resign ... 
rests on my firm belief that 
the public interest requires 
swift disposition of the prob­ 
lems which are facing me. I 
am advised that a full legal 
defense of the probable 
charges could consume 
several years. I am con­ 
cerned that intense media in­ 
terest in the case would dis­ 
tract public attention from 
important national problems 
— to the country s detri­ 
ment.” 


Never a word of apology. 
Not a hint of personal error. 
Not a mention of the 40 pages 
of charges which a grand 
jury had put together accus­ 


ing the man of hign fraud and 
felonious misconduct. Rath­ 
er, a statement that smacks 
of a suprem e p a trio t i c 
sacrifice. Agnew left office 
like a victim, not a crook. “ At 
no time,” he intoned, “ have I 
enriched myself at the ex­ 
pense of the public trust." 


It is perhaps quite obvious 
why such men refuse to bow. 
Tads are taught in school, as 
Benjam in Franklin said, 
“The things which hurt, in­ 
struct” — but forget it grow­ 
ing up. New York clinical 
psychologist Dr. H arold 
Kooden says men assign to 
themselves roles and images 
in life and strive to keep them 
come what may. Agnew s 
role, like that of many politi­ 
cal leaders, w as one of stead-

fast d e vo tio n , honesty, 
morality - the works. Any 
admission of error, even if 
someone is caught red 
handed, destroys the image. 
It is, therefore, better to have 
a tattered image than none at 
all. 
Actually, Kooden adds, it is 
probably true that the public 
appreciates men who cling to 


images. The public expects 
much of the famous and does 
not, as a whole, enjoy having 
its expectations destroyed. If 
you vote for a man and he 
turns out to be a thug, what 
does this say for your own in­ 
telligence? Thus the teaching 
of politics, and perhaps of 
life, is that as Kooden says: 
“ Peop le who make one 
mistake and admit it are 
hounded much more than 
p eo p le who m ake 100 
mistakes but keep them to 
themselves." 
A relatively recent exam­ 
ple of Kooden’s latter opinion 
is George Romney, former 
governor of Michigan. In 1967 
Romney had a fair shot at the 
presidential nomination un­ 
til, in a moment of candid­ 
ness. he said he had “ been 
brainwashed" about the Viet­ 
nam war, that he no longer 
believed it was a correct 
fight. Brainwashed? What a 
boob. Lack of public support 
forced him out of the nomina­ 
tion race and he's not been a 
serious politician since. 
Today, now a private 
citizen in Michigan, Romney 
agrees the brainwashing 
statement did him in. “ But I'd 
do it again. I’m not sorry. It 
was the truth, I simply told 
the truth. The trouble with 
politics is you can't be right 
too soon and w in." 
Romney, a religious man, is 
disturbed that telling truths 
in America can be so damag­ 
ing. He says President Nixon, 
for example, “ would have 
been much better off if he 
had laid it all on the line 
about Watergate from the 
start.” But that's not the way 
the game has been played 
and so George Romney, wiser

if somewhat the worse tor 
wear, is “ glad" to be out of 
the Washington mess. 
There is, perhaps, some­ 
thing to be said for the fact 
that barefaced men like 
Romney and Archibald (ox 
shouldn’t be in Washington in 
the first place. The capital is 
the preserve of the hard- 
nosea, so the argument goes. 
Political leaders can t admit 
erros because usually it s not 
just their hides at stake, a 
president who goofs in the 
nuclear age risks the entire 
citizenry. 
But Kooden doesn't buy the 
hard-nose theory. He says it 
has always been Richard 
Nixon's thesis, “ and all it is is 
a wav of putting people 
down/’ Kooden says Ameri­ 
cans aren t children. That the 
population can survive both 
mistakes and fools. The elec­ 
torate does not vote for gods 
but humans with dandruff 
and halitosis. If someone 
goofs, if attorneys general 
are indicted, then echo the 
opinion of Nathalia Crane: 
“There is glory in a great 
mistake.” 
No, Archibald Cox is not 
naive. If the principles of 
public service are honesty 
and humility, it is his detrac­ 
tors who are the simpletons. 
Fiorello LaGuardia, when he 
was mayor of New York, used 
to say: “ I don’t often make 
mistakes, but when I do it’s a 
beaut.” That’s not a bad 
philosophy for politicians and 
people to follow today. No one 
is infallible. 
Even .John the X X III ad­ 
mitted: “ I make mistakes too. 
After all, I’m only the Pope "

Baker for president in ’76? 
His critics are hard to find

WASHINGTON - (NKA> 
For most of the people it 
touches. Watergate is trouble. 
But for Sen Howard Henry 
Baker Jr of Tennessee it has 
laid open a larger world, a 
world where even a bid for 
the presidency in 197b is not 
implausible 


Bebublican 
vice-chairman 
<>f the Ervin Senate commit­ 
tee investigating Watergate, 
lie is to thousands of A m eri­ 
can women a highly appealing 
summer replacement for the 
soapy heroes they usually 
stare at over their ironing 
boards in the afternoons He 
looks like he needs a mother, 
but he talked to aging Nixon 
aide John Mitchell like a lec­ 


turing lather 


By now his reputation as a 
televised committee perform­ 
er is well known fair-minded, 
perceptive, no showboat but 
one who persistently quests 
after the bigger, deeper mean­ 
ings of Watergate, leaving to 
others the pileup of new 
pieces in the battling mosaic 
of fact and conjecture 


His hard thrusts, offered in 
accents that sound less south­ 
ern and more just plain coun­ 
try twang, impress most ex­ 
pert listeners as clear and 
forceful. A few find Baker 
unhelpfully “ m oralistic 
in 
tone, but most feel his “ voice 
of conscience 
approach is 
very valuable 
In a party 
bound to be scratching for 
sanitized heroes his star has 
Robinson 
makes 
comback 


HOLLYW OOD - < NKA >

see it now even though it s 
been a long time in coming. 


Jay's story — his early 
triumphs, his fall and now his 
comeback — is as dramatic as 
anything you w ill see on any 
screen ii is the comeback, 
that d iffic u lt but rewarding 
period he's now going through, 
which is the most 
heart­ 
warming 


When he was still in his 20s, 
in the mid-1950s, he was a big 
star in Hollywood. He played 
Caligula in “ The Robe, 
with 
Jean Simmons and Richard 
Burton, and repeated the role 
in “ Demetrius and the Gladia­ 
tors. “ He had big parts in a 
strmg of Twentieth Century- 
Fox films. 


“ Perhaps it was a case of 
too much too soon, 
he says 
now. W hatever the reason, he 
couldn't cope with all the glo­ 
ry coming his way. He had a 
Bel A ir mansion and a Rolls 
but tim e was hanging heavy 
on his hands. Being a stage- 
trained actor, he didn't know 
what to do with him selt be­ 
tween pictures. 


He began experiments with 
drugs — nothing heavy, he 
insists, just pot and pills He 
was arrested for possession of 
narcotics Everything went — 
the mansion, the car. all his 
money and his career 
His 
parents died, too 


He couldn't get a job Even 
a fter his conviction was re­ 
versed it was tough 


“ Those 
were 
the 
bad 
years.' he says. “ 1 got mar­ 
ried and we lived in New 
York I worked as a fry cook 
and I cleaned zoo cages. We 
were poor. We were often 
hungry.' 
When he came back to Cali­ 
fornia. he was re-arrested on 
a technicality. This time, he 
had to go to ja il, and served 
15 months. They were tra u ­ 
matic months for a sensitive 
man 
W'hile he was in ja il he 
heard that “ The Robe 
was 
going to be shown on TV for 
the firs t tim e. He asked the 
warden 
for perm ission to 
watch the movie. 
“ Why do you want to see it? 
the warden asked 


“ Because I'm in it 
Robin­ 
son said 
He was allowed to see it. 
A fte r the show, a fellow con 
recognized him as the actor 
and greeted him w ith a re ­ 
sounding “ Hail, Caesar. 
That 
became his prison nickname. 


He was released from pris­ 
on five vears ago He had a 
wife, a son. 7. and $339 to his 


“ I found the industry forgiv­ 
ing.' he says. “ People like 
Bette Davis, Mike Connors 
and Greer Garson rallied to 
my support. 


He began his comeback 
with a role on Mannix, then 
did two other guest appear­ 
ances on the same show He 
began working regularly on 
TV in many shows. 
His son. Jay Paul, who is 
now 12. is now violent on the 
subject of drugs 
Knowing 
what happened to his father, 
he wouldn't touch a drug, his 
father says, for anything in 
the world Jav Robinson today 
often lectures on the subject 
of drugs and what harm they 
can do to a person 


‘ 'I th in k ,’ ’ he says, “ that 
my best era and my best roles 
are still ahead. I'm in my 40s 
now. and better parts are 
written for 40-year-olds than 
for 20-year-olds. How many 
Caligulas are written?” 


In prison, they used to say 
“ Hail, Caesar 


This m ight be a good tim e 
for a few “ Hail.

risen quickly. And key Demo­ 
crats are adding to its shin«1 
Says one 


“ I wish the Democrats had 
somebody <for the presidency» 
as acceptable to both wings of 
his party and as attractive as 
Baker 


Comments another, a recog­ 
nized leader 


He's the chief gainer from 
W atergate I don't think the 
com m ittee could have ac­ 
quired the needed bipartisan 
flavor without him in the key 
Republican role 


Some take exception to all 
this, of course Among the 200 
to 300 letters he gets a day. he 
finds a fa ir quota charging 
him with trying to pull down 
President Nixon and the GOP. 
And some thoughtful Demo­ 
crats are only cautiously gen 
erous. 


“ He's still an unshaped per­ 
son in presidential terms We 
really haven't heard from him 
vet We don t know what his 
big vision of the country is.' 
said 
another 
high-ranking 
Democrat 


It 
Baker 
has 
one. 
he 
Wouldn't be unveiling it in the 
thick of Watergate. Anyway, 
the presidential talk strikes 
him as “ rem ote" today, a 
thing he doesn t have to deal 


with seriously and so will not. 


Still, he's a realist. He told 
me. as he has others, that if a 
W hite House bid remains a 
sober prospect, he'll grapple 
with it And if he decides to 
“ go." he'll give his fullest 


This is his response to those 
people who come closest to 
being sharp critics, who read 
in his low-key style a lack of 
driving desire and sense of 
commitment 


“ Anybody who looks at my 
three races for the Senate in 
Tennessee (he lost the first in 
the G oldw ater year of 1964. 
then won twice in a predomi­ 
nantly ' Democratic state), is 
not like ly to conclude that I 
w ouldn't take the thing on 
w ith a fu ll dedication of e f­ 
fort." 


The firs t Republican ever 
elected to the Senate from his 
state, he felt compelled at the 
outset to lay a good ground­ 
work of service to the people 
back home. This “ nuts and 
bolts' aspect of Senate work 
goes mostly unnoticed by the 
general public, but any sena­ 


tor ignores it at his own peril. 


Aides say Baker, with his 
special background as a law­ 
yer. still has trouble admims 
tering the service part of his 
job Yet. with Oak Ridge in 
m i bailiw ick, he mastered 
atomic energy in a flash And 
with smog plaguing his native 
East Tennessee, he also edu­ 
cated himself about environ­ 
m ental m atters with a th o r­ 
oughness that evidently gained 
the adm iration of the expert 
Sen 
Edmund 
Muskie 
of 
Maine 


None of this, however, real­ 
ly kept handsome young How­ 
ard Henry mow 47» from wid­ 
er public gaze. A fter all. he 
did marrv Joy Dirksen. jovial 


daughter of the late, flamboy­ 
ant Sen 
E verett Dirksen. 
longtime GOP minority lead­ 
er 


Furtherm ore, his focus on 
Tennessee notwithstanding. 
Baker's am bition - 
well- 
marked earlier by such deci­ 
sions as going straight for the 
U.S. Senate 
showed itself in 
the new forum Though still a 
freshm an, he closely chal­ 
lenged veteran Sen 
Hugh 
Scott for the GOP senate lead­ 
ership after Dirksen died in 
late 1969 He made a second 
try and lost again The daring 
plunge annoyed elder conserv­ 
atives who were with him on 
issues but thought him inex­ 
cusably brash 


Some Capitol Hill observers 
say 
this 
cast 
Baker 
into 
“ eclipse." but the argument is 
thin Eclipse is the common 
state for most in a body of 
100. What counts is what you 
do and what you are ready for 
when the light hits you. 


Baker is not shining simply 
because the networks glare 
has suddenly caught that de­ 
ceptively boyish face He was 
ready long before the hearings 
became headlines 


Listen to appraisals of Bak­ 
er the workman from some of 
the more than two dozen peo­ 
ple I questioned in Tennessee

consummately intelligent man 
I've ever met ... He compre­ 
hends problems and speaks to

He's the perfect 
man to lead the Republicans 
in the Watergate inquiry His 
own campaigns are impecca­ 
bly cleansed of any signs of 
d irty tricks (he never even 
speaks ill of his opponents)

The words from these Ten­ 
nesseeans and others resound 


like echoes and coalesce in a 
dazzling pattern that reads 
Brilliance of mind, flashing 
comprehension, integrity, bal­ 
ance and fairness, a capacity 
to articulate, and a b ility to 
get action leading to solutions. 


In 30 years of sketching 
public figures. I’ve never en­ 
countered such overwhelming 
concurrence of judgment, nor 
struggled so much in vain to 
find real enemies or even 
moderately convincing critics. 


His brashness in the early 
quest for GOP leadership is a 
valid knock, but may have 
borne home a lesson 
The 
comments suggesting lack of 
commitment and passion run 
athwart contrary assertions of 
firm , if low-key, conviction 
and engaging warmth 


Mention H untsville, the tiny 
hamlet of 375 in Tennessee's 
Cumberland mountains where 
Sen 
Howard 
Baker 
was 
raised and has his real home, 
and you've found his private 
wave length 


He leans back in his chair, 
warming to the subject 


“ That's my taproot. That's 
where I draw my strength 
from Folks down there aren't 
impressed one bit by this sen­ 
ator stuff To most of them. 
I'm still just Henry " 


It s always been that, or 
Howard Henry, to set him 
apart from his late father. 
Howard Sr., who served 13 
years as congressman from 
the hardset Republican 2d dis­ 
trict. 


The site where the roots go 
down is a bluff in the knobby 
Cumberlands 
There sits a 
low. sprawling house on a 
curving drive, with a louvered 
wall screening off the open 
area behind. The main section 
features a sunken living room, 
a dining haven to one side, 
and a huge window looking out 
upon a long stretch of lawn 
ending at a rise. Amid trees 
off to the left are a swimming 
pool and a topgrade tennis 
court with vines bedecking its 
back fences, a little cabana, 
and a modestly spectacular 
guest-house 
with 
barnboard 
siding and a great fireplace 
and picture window. (This 
really was built for visits 
from the late E verett D irk ­ 
sen. Baker's father-in-law i 


The 14-acre Baker place is 
in a sense part of a com ­ 
pound. since a couple of his 
old law partners and his close 
banker friend. William Swain, 
all have homes nearby. 


Baker the “ private person 
finds his respite here with 
fam ily and old friends. The 
core of it all. however, is his 
alone — a beautifully appoint­ 
ed darkroom where he puts 
the key touches on the photo­ 
graphs he takes by the thou­ 
sands At the darkroom door 
he leaves his briefcase and his 
public self 
He's been taking pictures 
since he was 12. when a Boy 
Scout merit badge for photog­ 
raphy was the only one that 
stirred him Now he's a near­ 
professional 
Ex-law partner 
Robert Crosslev says: “ How­ 
ard could make more money 
on photography than I can 
practicing law." 
On a hot festival day in fa­ 
bled Jonesboro, oldest town in 
Tennessee. I watched him 
clicking 
away, 
posing 
kids 
beside old monuments, snap­ 
ping unposed youngsters as 
they gaped at carnival fun. 
candidly catching a network 
newsman who d been dogging 
his heels for hours.

Baker has another dark­ 
room, for color work, in his 
broad, red brick, vine-laden 
Tudor home (rented) in Wash­ 
ington.

Says she 
“ He keeps his film and his 
color paper there I'm not al­ 
lowed to use it.” 


The pictures go to friends 
are crammed into books, en 
liven the walls of his old

Joy says he’s had several 
one-man shows in southern 
cities Soon a long blue wall in 
his new Senate office will dis­

Baker takes on all comers, 
with a game usually described

Howard Henry has s till 
other country enterprises He 
keeps a Honda motorcycle and

On Sundays, he and his 18- 
vear-old daughter. Cissy, cook 
the big breakfast, often with 
pancakes, 
sausage, 
grits, 
country ham 
He also makes 
ice cream in several flavors 


With his Huntsville friends, 
it's an old custom to traipse 
off into the woods for a 
“ bachelor week 
now and 
then 
A bit of golf (which 
Baker doesn't like) is mixed 
in. and there's plenty of sleep­ 
ing and eating 


For at least a dozen years, 
he and his family have slipped 
off. usually in the spring, for 
time in Puerto Rico. 


His book collection tells the 
tale of his reading habits In 
his home here, two 17-foot- 
wide living room walls are 
lined floor to ceiling with 
books. They spill over into 
halls and nearly every bed­ 
room 
More are stacked in 
Huntsville and he has access 
to his old law firm s good li ­ 
brary in town there He reads 
constantly — on planes, in 
hotels, in any free tim e, and 
some not so free, as in the 
office when he should be sign­ 
ing papers. 


He scored quick success as 
a practicing lawyer, dividing - 
his time between Huntsville 
and Knoxville offices Much 
has been made of his skills as 
a defense lawyer in murder 
cases, but he also was a mas­ 


ter at working out stock deals 
and other complex transac­ 
tions with d iffic u lt legal as­ 
pects 
He's not shy about seeking 
big fees He tells how an older 
firm member queried a new­ 
comer on the question wheth­ 
er he d “ learned about fee- 
charging from Howard yet." 
Told no. the man boomed 
“ He'll put on a fee that'll take 
you right to the floor 


The guess has to be that 
comes from confidence — in 
his professional worth, in the 
solid underpinning Huntsville 
gives him For he was assured 
affluence long ago from inher­

When he first entered poli­ 
tics. Baker's shyness seemed

Thrown now into the W ater­
